Krypt-Aloy Burial Vault 
Withstands Record Test 
At Radiator Plant Here 


Some day they will find out just 
how strong a 
Krypt-Aloy 
burial 
vault is, where the breaking point 
is, and how much weight one of the 
vaults will bear before it crushes. It 
was thought that this would be as­ 
certained Monday at the plant of the 
N a t i o n a l Radiator 
Corporation 
where the vaults are made, but after 
pUing molding flasks so high that 
they began to sway, with a combined 
weight of 32,285 pounds, the officials 
in charge found no difference in the 
burial vault, save for 
a 
minute 
spread at the edge were the flange 
meets the slot. 
Krypt-Aloy vaults are the 
new 
cast iron vaults, scientifically pro­ 
cessed, and made at the New Castle 
plant of the National Radiator Cor­ 
poration that are expected to revolu­ 
tionize the burial vault industry. For 
years the perfect vault has been 
sought, one that would combine ap­ 
pearance and solidity, yet would not 
cost a lot of 
money. 
Krypt-Aloy 
seems to be the answer and the test 
made Monday amazed even Col. A. 
F. H. Scott the originator and de­ 
signer of the vault. 
Previous Records Smashed 
All previous records for 
tensile 
strength in burial vaults were shat­ 
tered by the test made 
Monday. 
There have been 
metallic 
vaults 
made before that withstand up to 
26,000 pounds of weight and then 
crushed. This mark was the high 
one. But Krypt-Aloy goes far be­ 
yond that. How far no one knows 
for it was impossible to pile 
any 
more molding flasks on top of the 
one used for the test at the 
Na­ 
tional Radiator plant. The flaste 
weighed an average of 2000 pounds 
each, and as the sixteenth one was 
put on the whole pile 
began 
to 
sway. 
The plan was to make two tests, 
one above ground and one 
below 
ground. A six foot hole was dug and 
another vault placed in it, the idea 
being to cover it with earth and then 
pile the flacks on top. After the 16 
flasks had been put on the vault 
atop the ground it was seen there 
would not be enough flasks to con­ 
duct the test with

The new burial vault is air tight 
and water tight through the novel* 


method of construction. A slot runs 
around the edge of the lower half 
of the vault and this slot is filled 
with asphalt. A flange comes down 
from the lid of the vault and this 
flange fits in the asphalt filled slot. 
The pressure of the top forces the 
asphalt out of the slot, both on the 
inside and the outside, hermetically 
sealing the vault from air and water.
